perience. You get a much more vivid sen- 
sation of speed than on a train, for on a train 
you have only your eye to give you the sense of 
speed.

But in the dcestroyer you 
see the waves rush at and past you and you feel 
the roaring of the wind about your ears, and, 
above all, you see and feel and hear the rush 
ing, cleaving, smashing of your boat through the 
attacking seas.

To the sea the destroyer is the most insulting 
thing afloat. To begin with, it is a little thing. 

It doesn’t bow or 
scrape as do the big liners. It has no time for 
courtesies. It simply announces with insolent 
curtness: “I have business on hand. Get out of 
my way all of you, and quick! Come, take ‘hat!

challenged all sea-going things of man’s device and 
yielded them with haughty courtesy a passage 
on promise of good behavior, this little, insolent, 
mighty representative of Britain’s naval power 
speeds on her way attending to her business.

SHINGLE ROOF FIRE HAZARD. 

In the three conflagrations at Paris, Tex., Nash- 

ville, Tenn., and Augusta, Ga., which last week 
caused a loss of $12,000,000, insurance experts 
state that shingle roofs were the chief factor in 
spreading the fires. 
. The shingle roof is the cheapest, first. cost.alone 
considered. And it is typically American. It is 
probable that the use of slate, metal and other 
noncombustible material for roofing in Europe 
is very largely the reason why the annual per 
capita fire loss there is but 33 cents, compared 
with $2.51 in the United States. 

Shingles as roof covering are a survival from 
the log-cabin period.

“ENGLAND WINGS ITS FIRST ZEPPELIN. 

Of five Zeppelins in the latest raid on noncom- 
batants in England, four seem to have returned 
in safety. One was found on the water off the 
mouth of the Thames, and it is believed its 
descent was caused by injuries inflicted in an im- 
proved system of defense. A penalty of 20 per 
cent on an attacking squadron records an advance 
over prior protective methods which granted Zep- 
pelins total immunity in more than a score of 
raids. But England still has much to learn from 
Paris on aerial defense. 

The statement that this is the twenty-sixth 
Zeppelin to come to grief since the opening of 
the war is interesting, but few of the casualties 
were inflicted during fights above England. Most 
of them were caused by accidents to machinery 
and equipment of Zeppelins in transit or by aero- 
plane attacks on Zeppelins in hangars.

could pay to its protecting power. 
But were you here to see with your 
eyes this thing today, how you would 
rejoice and how you would = under- 
stand that wonder of this great war, 
that from the other side of the world 
your sons, eager to stand with their 
brothers of the empire in the great 
world conflict for world liberty, have 
been able to make their way without 
loss of a single gun or man across 
the open seas in the very face of a 
foe that hates you with a vindictive 
hatred given to none else. 


The grand fleet! “Grand” here is 
no decorative adjective—it is differ- 
entiative rather, to distinguish this 
from the other fleets, in themselves 
grand enough, but chiefly is the word 
descriptive, for with all the fullness 
of its meaning this fleet is properly 
designated “grand.” There lie the 
battleships, two long lines of great 
sea monsters, silent, fearsome, gray, 
floating on the gray sea and fading 
into the gray mist beyond. Mighty 
engines of death, their gaping guns 
mouthing menace to such as offer 
them battle. Beside them and in their 
own ordered array, swifter and, in 
one sense, deadiier, than their mon- 
ster sisters, also in two long gray 
lines leading into gray mist, the bat- 
tle cruisers. 

Small wonder that our haughty de- 
stroyer slackens speed as if feeling her 
own comparative insignificance, anid 
moves sliowly forward into this mighty 
presence. 

As we approach the 8st. Vincent, 
whose Captain we are to receive aboard, 
her decks spring into life, lines of blue- 
jackets appear, gold-laced officers take 
post, and. this. gray fhonster, which 
but a moment before seemed a lifetess 
mass, becomes in an instant a thing 
instinct with energy and life. Down the 
long gray line we quietly pass, our of- 
ficer in a low voice giving us the names 
of those floating fortresses, names that 
or.ce shook the world, names that have 
sounded down the corridors of English 
history, thrilling British hearts every- 
where with the memory of mighty deeds 
of those men who once bore these 
names. 

On one gray hulk as we pass we 
catch the mame Temeraire. Shades of 
the mighty past! The Temeratre it 
was which, with her famous sister, ths 
Victory, fought bulwark to bulwark and 
spar to spar two of Villeneuve's great- 
est ships of war, fought till all four 
decks ran red with blood, fought til! 
the enemy’s flags, shot to pleces, flut- 
tered down amid a mass of. blading 
wreckage. The Temeraire! Not this 
one, but her old godmother of the great 
Nelson’s day. The Bellerophon, too, 's 
here; the Collingswood, the Marlibor- 
ough. Great ringing names are these, 
eloquent of Britain’s naval power and 
glory. 

Other names there are, newer names, 
with their glory fresher than the paint 
on their gray sides. Chief of them al! 
is the Queen Elisabeth, among the men 
of the fleet familiarly and affection- 
ately known as the “Lizzie.” ‘“‘Good Old 
Idgsie” they call this youngster of the 
fleet, Inunched the year the war be- 
gan. “Good Old Lizzie.”” The men of 
Gallipoli, the gallant Anzac men, will 
not m forget the glorious part she 
played in that tragedy of the war. But 
now we have pierced the line, and we 
note that beyond fi a battle cruiser 
unit is preparing to do some gun prac- 
tion. Away out from the cruiser line, 
two miles or more, dim in the gray 
mist, s little square of red-painted 
canvas marks the target. In line the 
cruisers steam broadside to this target 
—we wait for them to speak, holding 
our breath. Bang! Bang-bang! Bang! 
Eagerly our eyes are fixed upon the 
floating mark. Some seconds elapse— 
how long the time seems—and then a 
series of splashes, some short, some 
over, but all near enough to be deadly. 

Again the sharp, quick flashes pierce 
the mist and smoke.. Bang! Bang! Bang- 
bang-beng! Ah, that’s better. Thick 
around the floating target the splashes 
rise, and there! one get right home: 
and after that many. others. In the 
real thing one needs to remember that 
the target is 3% or # times as 
large as this littie patch that floats 
far off there, almost invisible in the 
mist, so that when these big guns 
speak most of these splashes would not 
appear, for these deadly projectiles 
would find their mark in the vitals of 
the enemy. 

We turn our eyes away to the right, 
and there another bit of practice is on. 
The destroyers are taking their turn 
with torpedoes. Here there is no tar- 
get, for these shining silver engines of 
death cost something, and, anxious as 
our courteous hosts are to entertain us, 
they hardly feel themselves justified 
in. spending $5000 just to show us a 
mighty splash mingled with smoke and 
wreckage, 80 this shiny instrument «f 
death, released from its tube at 45 
knots per hour, is launched at the hori- 
zon, and after a course straight as a 
ruled line, is picked up by another de- 
stroyer some $000 yards away.

stances the land valuations of. entirs 
counties have been douhled, and the 
same thing has been done to some 
cities. 

There are three members of the Mich- 
igan Tax Commission, each being pald 
$3500 a year. Five years ago the com- 
mission began the work of assessing 
every county in the State on a cash 
basis, and the work has been nearly 
completed. The commission is now 
working in Wayne County, in which De- 
troit is situated. The assessments. of 
Wayne County will be increased more 
than $100,000,000.

and the country. The assessment 
of farm lands at their true value 
brought increases of assessments, 
amounting to millions of dollars, .in 
each county. The commission has ab- 
solute power to fix the assessments, 
and there -is no appeal from its deci- 
sion. The commission was much dse- 
spised in some sections of the State 
five years ago, when it began its work 
of equalization, but taxpayers generally 
feel that they have had a square deal, 
and there is now very little criticism 
of the commission and its work. 

The Wisconsin commission has a long 
record of accomplishmegts to its credit. 
It has equalized valuation. It pro- 
cured the enactment of-an inheritance 
tax law which, between 1903 and 1914, 
yielded $4,600,000 of revenue to the State. 
Railroad property has been placed on 
the same basis of assessment as other 
property, resulting in an increase of 
$4,000,000 {in railroad taxes in six years. 
Street railways, interurban roads and 
telegraph property have also been 
placed on the same basis of assessment 
as other property. 

In lieu of taxes on intangible prop- 
erty, such as notes, bonds and other 
securities, which the assessors could 
never find for assessment, Wieconsin has 
enacted an income tax law which is

German building program, was ob- 
secured by the necessary reserve in re- 
ferring to the actual details of capi- 
tal ships, so that few outside of ‘the 
naval experts understood the bearings 
of the remarks made. 

There is much information avallable, 
however, which explains the status of 
these big ships. This information is 
official and seml-official, open to the 
public, and therefore not within that 
cautionary reserve, as it was permitted 
to appear in Jayne’s summary of the 
status of the navies of the world ap- 
pearing last fall. This shows that the 
new capital ships, upon which the de- 
bate hinged, stood about like this: 

The Queen Elizabeth headed a class 
of six dreadnoughts provided in the es- 
timates of 1912, the Queen Elizabeth, 
Warspite, Valiant, Barham, Malaya, 
and another unnamed. They were of 
27,500 tons displacements, making them 
among the largest dreadnaughts afloat; 
with eight 15-inch guns, 12 to 16 6-inch 
guns, 12 anti-aerlal guns, and four sub- 
merged 21-inch torpedo tubes. The 
Queen Elizabeth, standing at the head 
of the six monster ships, became the 
representative of a type, and the 
“Queen Elizabeth class” is now a famil- 
lar reference to ships of this new and 
formidable character. 

All Undoubtedly in Service. 

The Queen Blizabeth and her sister 
ships were duly completed, the first 
two, Queen Elizabeth and Warspite, in 
October, 1914, and the Valiant, Barham 
and Malaya in 1915. The Queen Eliza- 
beth has been heard from during the 
Dardanelles operations. Beyond this, 
nowever, little is Known, and there is 
rarely a reference to these formidable 
ships, although they must now be some- 
where afloat. 

Two more capita! ships of the Queen 
Elizabeth class were provided !n the 1914 
estimates, the Agincourt and the Re- 
nown; and two more of the Royal Sov- 
ereign class, with clightly less tonnage, 
the Repulse and the Resistance. The 
first two were to be of 27,500 tons, the 
others of 25,750 tons. All were to have 
lj-inch main batteries, with twelve to 
sixteen 6-inch guns, anti-aerial guns, 
etc. Except for the foregoing, all that 
is known of them is that the Agincourt 
and her big sister ships were provided 
for. 

Five more big new dreadnoughts were 
provided in 1914, the Royal Sovereign, 
Royal Oak, Resolution, Ramilles and 
Revenge. These have since become 
known as the “‘Roya) Sovereign class.”’ 
The capita! ships were to be of 2,730 
tons, with eight or ten l-inch main 
guns and 12 6-inche The first two, the 
Royal Sovereign and the Roal Oak, were 
completed. The R#solution, Ramilles 
and Revenge, according to the last in- 
formation permitted..in Jayne’s sum- 
mary, were building and to be completed 
An 1916. Beyond this nothing is known 
of the ships of this class, except that 
the Royal Sovereign and Royal Oak 
are now afloat somewhere with their 
Ib-inch guns. 

“Fleets Are Much Stronger.” 

The foregoing are the ships around 
which the recent debate centered. The 
rare references to the ships of the 
Grand Fleet usually mention ships of 
an earlier date, such as the Lion, com- 
pleted in 1910, the Royal Princess, in 
1911, the Queen Mary; in 1913, and the 
Tiger and Iron Duke, of 1914. Ad- 
miral Sir John Jellico, in command of 
the fleet, dated a recent letter to the 
Times from on board the fron Duke, 
and this and the Lion and Tiger are 
frequently referred to. 

Balfour, in his recent speech, de- 
clared generally that “The fleets are 
much stronger than they were six 
months ago. They are still stronger 
than they were 12 months ago, and 
their excess over what we possessed 
18 months ago is still greater.”

myself to you. 

I have thought and thought and 
while lying in my bed here in the 
hospital. I have gone over all the 
incidents of the last few months and 
my life and I have made my peace 
with my Creator. I now desire to 
make atonement for the wrong that 
I have done. 

It is a terrible grief to me that I 
ehould have brought such obloquy and 
shame upon my wife and upon the 
name ofmy good parents and made 
my brothers\to suffer as they do.

CONFESSION TO “WORLD”}REPORET TO BE MONDAY

WASHINGTON, April 1.—By a 
straight party vote the subcommittee 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
today recommended the confirmation 
of Louis D. Brandeis for Associate 
Justice. 

There is little doubt that the nomi- 
nation of the Jewish lawyer will be 
confirmed by a majority in excess of 
62 of the 66 members of the Senate 
when a vote is taken. He will re- 
ceive every one of the 56 Democratic 
votes and at least seven and possibly 
those of 10 of the Republican Sena- 
tors. 

The vote by which the Judiciary 
Subcommittee decided today to re- 
port favorably was 3 to 2. The votes 
of Senators Walsh, Chilton and 
Fletcher, Democrats, were favorable 
to Brandeis, while those of Senators 
Cummins and Works, Republicans, 
were against him.

AMERICANS. AT 
MINACA VERIFIED 


Two Others, a German and an 
Englishman, Killed by Flee- 
ing Villa Bandits.

EL PASO, Tex.,.April 1.—That seven 
men had been killed by Villista sol- 
diers at Minaca and Guerrero last 
Tuesday or Wednesday was confirmed 
by reports received here tonight. 

Five of the dead are Americans, 
one a German and one an Englishman. 
The last report comes from J. 
Locke, a reliable mining man who 
gave his information to the Presi- 
dente of the Municipality of Cusi last 
Thursday. The Presidente sent it 
here. 

Villa is believed not to have been 
in the fight with Col. Dedd’s troop- 
ers and it is likely that he was at 
Minaca and Guerrero. According to 
Mexican advices he proceeded east 
from Minaca, crossing the mountains 
through Mal Paso, through which the 
railroad runs and turned south to 
Cerro Prieto, working gradually to- 
ward his home near San Andres. 

The report that he had been wound- 
ed while widely circulated is not 
everywhere believed. 

The Americans Killed, 

The Americans killed were Henry 
Snell, a laborer, Lee Lindsay, who 
operated a store and hotel at 
Temoachic, and had fled to Minaca for 
safety: Frank Woods, a laborer, Dr. 
A. T. Stell, a practicing physician who 
had lived at a place Known as Medi- 
cine Ranch for 15 years, and Henry 
Ackland, a distiller and ranchman of 
Juarez. Herman Blankenburg, a Ger- 
man and Donald Mac Gregor, an En- 
glishman who was.a newspaper man, 
also were killed,

DEAD iN BATTLE 


Bandit Has Little Chance to - 


Escape, Report to Gen. 
Funston Declares. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 1.—-Vil- 
la’s loss in dead at the battle with 
Americans at Guerrero Wednesday was 
placed at 60 by Gen, Pershing today in 2 
report to Gen. Funston, 

The bodies were found in houses in 
Guerrero and . seattered in the undei- 
brush for miles along the routeg taken 
by the fleeing Mexicans.

Struck in Knee and Made Uncon- 
scious by Fall From Horse 
in Guerrero Fight. 


HEARD OF DODD’S COMING 


Carranza Commander Believes 
He Was Carried to Moun- 
tains by Indian Runners. 


QUERETARO, Mexico, April 1.— 
Villa has lost a leg, according to a 
dispatch receiveq by the War De- 
partment from the municipal presi- 
dent of Temosachic, Chihuahua, who 
reports that the bandit was so badly 
wounded in the surprise-attack re- 
cently made on the Constitutiona!- 
ists’ garrison at Guerrero that ampu- 
tation was necessary.

El, PASO, Texas, April 1.—Further de- 
tails of the fight between Villa and Col. 
Dodd’s American column and of Villa’s 
victory over Col. Jose Cavazos at Guer- 
rero were received today by Gen. Ga- 
briel Gavira, Carranza commander at 
Juarez,

Gavira’s dispatches came from 
Luis Gutierreb, commandant of 
the Carranza garrison at Chihuahua 
City, who, in turn, received the infor- 
mation from Col. Cavazos himself. 
After his escape from Guerrero, Col. 
Cavazos made his way northward with 
a handful of followers, all that were 
left from the fight at Guerrero, and 
struck the Mexican Northwestern Rail- 
way at. San Isidro. 


“My -first. report that. Villa surprised 
Guerrero seems .to have been correct,”’ 
Gen. Gavira said. “Col. Cavazos and 
his officers, I am told, were at a dance. 
Villa Indians stole in upon the town 
just as they did at Columbus. Sentries 
were knifed before they had time to 
give the alarm. ~With the-path cteared, 
Villa and his men rushea into town on 
horseback. 

Troops Fought in Streets. 

‘Villa was in the central plaza before 
the garrison was aroused, Col. Cava- 
zos leaped through a window in the 
midst of a dance and made his way to 
F-tire Cuartel, where he mustered his 
troops. He had not more than 50 men 
to pit against Villa’s 500. He fought 
bravely. His troops fought in the streets 
and from the tops of the houses. 

“Villa, I am informed, was sitting on 
his horse in the square directing the 
‘fight when a bullet struck him in the 
might knee. Hjs horse reared and Villa 
was pitched headlong to the earth. He 
was unconscious when the members of 
his personal escort, believing him dead, 
Kea. him up and carried him into a 
private residence. 

“Col. Cavazos finally was driven from 
the town and fled to the hills. Most of 
his followers were either killed or cap- 
tured. I am informed that 10 were cxe- 
cuted next morning. 

*T-am told Villa remained in bed ‘in 
Guerrero until Tuesday afternoon, Then, 
it is said, he got wind that an Ameri- 
can column of 300 men was heading 
his way from the country about Temos- 
achic. Villa at once evacuated Guer- 
rero and marched northward to give 
battle. He had 500 men and doubtless 
+he believed he could crush Col. Dodd’s 
force before reinforcegsents could ar- 
rive, 

“The dash and fighting qualities of 
€ol. Dodd’s command must have as- 
tonished him. Despite the fact that 
the Américan official reports declare 
Villa was not present in the fighting at 
San Geronimo, Gen. Gutierrez informs 
me that Villa was in a tent on a hill 
overlooking the encampment of his 
troops when Col. Dodd rode in on them. 
The first reports had it that Villa es- 
caped in a carriage with a Mozo lash- 
ing the horses and disappeared in the 
Sierras to the northeast. 

Feels Sure of Capture. 

“Tt do not. credit this story of Villa’s 
escape in a carriage; my information is 
that he was borne away in a litter 
slung between two Tarahumari Indian 
runners. These Indians can do 40 miles 
a day over rough mountain trails with- 
out raising a sweat. Moreover, they can 
negotiate country impassable for horses. 
T am sure Villa never would trust him- 
self to a horse-drawn carriage with 
pursuers hot on his trail. 

“With Villa unquesionably wounded, 
Tt feel sure he will be captured in a few 
days, possibly in a few hours.” 

Fifteen hundred Villista troops, wel! 
mounted and armed, are reported 650 
miles west of Chihuahua, waiting for 
Villa to take command, and go up to 
aiack Chihuahua City, according to a 
 eéport that has reached here. If the 
report is true, this Villista band has 
worked in behind Gen. Luis Guerrero, 
who set out westward from Chihuahua 
City with 1200 mounted Men as soon as 
he received word of Villa’s victory over 
Col. Cavazos at Guerrero. Two reports 
are current as to the whereabouts of 
HWerrera’s command, Consul Garcia in 
El Paso said Herrera had reached be- 
yond San Andres and was at last re- 
ports In the Laguna de Castilla region.

Benny McNeill, His Opponent, 
Showed Speed and Skill in 
Bout Here. 


THINKS YANKEES ROUGH: 


Bantamweight Declares Ameri- 
cans Take Too Much Punish- 
ment Trying for Knockouts.

Benny McNeill may not defeat Harry 
Kabakoff at the Future City Athletic 
Club next Tuesday night, but if Harry 
beats McNeill he will have accomplished 
something for which he may well feel 
proud. McNeill is the English bantam- 
weight who so easily disposed of Jim- 
my Taylor of New York at the Future 


City A. C. a week ago last Tuesday, 
and those who saw him perform on 
that occasion are likely to be present 
when he steps in the ring next Tucs- 
day night, probably accompanied by 
some of their friends whom they have 
advised to see this marvelous little 
boxer. 

MeNeill was born in Bristol, England, 
on Aug. 1, 1893, and 16 and a half years 
later did his first boxing, being forcec 
into the bout under penalty of being 
thrown out of the boxing booth into 
which he had ventured unless he agreed 
tc put on the gloves. 

‘The proposition didn’t strike te 
very. favorably,’’ ‘said McNeill ‘in: tell- 
ing the story, “but I had gone there 
with ‘a young friend by the name of 
Ted Plummley, who was something of 
a boxer, and he had been billed to go 
on with “‘Young’’ Snowball, considered 
by some at that time to be»the fly- 
weight champion of London. TI had 
never seen a ‘prizefight’ in my life and 
had gone there with Plummley because 
I thought he knew the ropesiand would 
be able to get’ me in. We got in. all 
right, but Plummley had a bad attack 
of cold’ feet and refused to fight. We 
were about to be thrown out, when the 
manager said we could stay if-I would 
take Plummley’s place. I had never 
had on a boxing glove, and if I had 
known anything about boxing and box- 
ers I suppose I would have been ap- 
palled by Snowball’s reputation. Bvt 
alt I could see was a little fellow about 
my size, and I thought I’d try it. 


Thought He Would Try It. 


“Well, the bout was started and Snow- 
ball could-seevat once that I was green 
as a gourd, so far as knowledge ‘of 
bexing was concerned. ‘Time’ was 
called and Snowball assumed the box- 
er’s position, which, to the English, is 
a very beautiful pose. I tried to stand 
the same way, only I had my right 
hand and right foot out first. While 
Snowball was laughing I swung my 
right with allemy might and hit Snow- 
ball on the chin. Snowball melted into 
nothing and was counted out. 

“Thinking that I must be a coming 
champion, the boss of the booth gave 
me a five-pound note and then matched 
me with a boxer by the name of Tom 
Hiealey. I knocked him out in the 
third round and then I began to think I 
must be something of a fighter. I 
couldn’t box, but I had an idea I 
couldn’t be licked. Then they kept 
matching me with a lot of other boys 
and I did pretty well. 

“ ‘Kid’. Batten, a wrestler, had been 
watching me and induced me to run 
away from home and go with him to 
Cardiff, Wales, the home of Jem Dris- 
coll, England’s greatest featherweight. 
There I was matched with ‘Young’ Sil- 
ver for 10 rounds and knocked him out 
in seven, 

“It was while in Cardiff that I had 
a chance of studying the methods of 
Driscoll, champion featherweight: Fred- 
dy Welsh, champion lightweight, and 
Tom Thomas, champion middleweight— 
a trio of great boxers. 


Studied Methods of Champions. 


“While in Cardiff I was receiving let- 
ters from my parents ordering me 


home, and my father threatened to come 
and get me. It was hard to convince 
them that boxing was a good business 
until I began making money. However, 
my mother never has become quite 
reconciled to it and I receive letters 
from her even now asking me to quit. 
{ would like to oblige her, but it ‘is 
a source of income for both of us, 
and I like the game. Besides, my fa- 
ther has been dead for some years and 
I contribute to my mother’s support.”’ 

McNeill has had 60 fights in all, 37 
of them taking place in England. Most 
of those on this side of the ocean have 
taken place in Canada. On the 27th of. 
last October, while boxing ‘‘Knockout”’ 
Ginley at Windsor, McNeill had the 
misfortune to break his left arm in the 
fourth round. Prior to that he had 
twice outpointed Ginley. 


McNeill arrived in Montreal four years |: 


ago next July. 

Asked to give a comparative opinion 
of the difference between the English 
and American boxer, McNeill said: 


American Boxers Rough. 


“I have not seen many of the American 
boxers, but I saw Phil Bloom of New York 


when he boxed ‘Young’ Gradwell at Windfor 
and he impressed me very much. our 
American boxers are fighters: they are very 
rough, and always trying for a knockout, 
rThey mix like the rough-and-tumble fighter 
does, and often take as much punishment 
as they give right up to the very end. [fhe 
English boxer is best from a scientific point 
of view. and his object is to score points, 
and avoid as; much punishment as posible. 
That is considered a great part of 

science. You know, we call this sport ° 
art of self- defense.’ An English bo 

ever, must be ‘game’ to be popular. That 


a he must be willing to stand punishmeat } 


hen he is not clever enough to avoid ‘it. 
Clinching is discouraged at all times. The 
men tmust box cleanly and hitting while 
holding is not permitted, unless by previous 
arrangement when the match is made.

Use your best judgment where differ- 
ences of opinion arise regarding earned 
runs, particularly when one pitcher sub- 
stitutes for another. Give the pitcher 
the benefit of doubt on fielding errors, 
and in determining the base to which a 
runner should ‘have been held with per- 
fect support on part of flelders. 

An error made by pitcher is the 
same as though made by any other 
fielder, and should not be charged 
against the pitcher’s earned run rer- 
ord.

Distribution of the Oil. 

So much for the-oil itself. Now revert

oil in overflowing returns to its original 
place. At point ‘‘F’’ is a filter, or screen, 
which prevents any foreign particles 
from clogging the oil pipes or interfer- 
ing with the proper functioning of ofl! 
pump. It is advisable to clean this 
screen occasionally. Ordinarily there is 
a sight gauge in plain view of the oper- 
ator, attached in circuit with pump, 
which serves as a “‘tcll tale’ as to 
whether the oil is circulating and pump 
working. 
Method of Distribution. 

From previous explanation ‘of ‘the 
workings of the connecting rod and pis- 
ton, {t is clear that the connecting rod 
at point “‘X”’ travels in a circle, deliv- 
ering rotary motion to the crankshaft 
and also that piston “‘L” travels up and 
down against the cylinder walls ‘‘M.”’

Felix Scalzo, a former wholesale fruit 
dealer, has a frontage on Grand ave- 
nue of 168.6 feet by a depth on Morgan 
of 167 feet. The improvements consist 
of one-story buildings, which yield a 
gross annual rental of $11,000. 

The transaction was effected by the 
Mathews Real Estate Co., of which Wil- 
liam T. Mathews is president, in con- 
junction with Eugene J. Altheimer, the 
former representing the trustees of the 
Migsouri Botanical Garden and the lat- 
ter Scalzo. 

As part payment for the property the 
trustees conveyed to Scalzo the title to 
- the northwest corner of Grand and 
‘Shaw avenues and to the southwest 
corner of Grand avenue and De Tonty 
street, at a valvation of $60,000. The 
balance of $100,000 was paid in cash. 

Both sites are eligible for high- 
class apartments or business build- 
ings. The purchasers, according to 
Mathews, acquired the corner as a

Plans are practically complete, ac- 
cording to realty circles, whereby the 
west half of the Catlin tract will be 
subdivided and disposed of in lots 
of 100 by 150 feet, with. 15-foot .al- 
leys. The plan embraces all the 
land lying between Forest Park and 
the Kansas City & Colorado Railroad 
track, and extending from De Bali- 
viere avenue to Skinker road. The 
tracks now has only one street on 
which it fronts, this teing Forest 
drive, the northern boundary of For- 
est Park. 

Each lot, according to the present 
subdivision, has a frontage on the 
north side of Forest drive of 100 feet 
by a depth of 630 feet, extending to 
the Kansas City & Colorado tracks, 
which form the northern boundary 
of the property.

LOWERS PRICES 
IN COTTON Pil 


Week’s Trend Is Downward 
After Early Buying; Spot 
Market Is Firm. 


Cotton futures were irregular last 
week, with selling in the late market, 
when rain fell in Texas. Prices in Liv- 
erpool at the close of business yesterday 
were about in line with prices at the 
close of the previous week, although in 
the meantime they were considerably 
higher. On Saturday, March 2, mid- 
dling, uplands were quoted at 7.694; un 
Tuesday and Wednesday they were 
quoted at 7.82d, and on Thursday at 
ne and closed Saturday, April 1, at 

70d. Future contracts followed almost 
exactly the same course for the near 
months, but the distant months gained 
from 5 to 6 points. This action of the 
future markets is contrary to popuiar 
ideas of what might be expected with 
Liverpool's, small stock of cotton, the 
present difficulty of exporting, high 
charges, etc., compared with a possibil- 
ity of peace before next year at this 
time. 

The weather affected the market more 
noticeably yesterday. Heavy rains fell 
in Texas, all over the State, and the 
future markets declined 11 to 13 points 
from the previous day’s close. The near 
months were the strongest. While the 
rains in Texas correct a droughty con- 
dition and make the prospects 
more favorable, it is not likely that they 
will long affect the market unless spots 
should begin to weaken. Of this there 
is no sign at present. Holders of cot- 
ton think their position very strong, 
and point to plentiful money and an 
easy position among the farmers. Many 
of them have produced enough feed 
Stuffs to carry them along nearly to 
the next crop of cotton. There is dan- 
ger of more increase in acreage than 
conditions, other than price, would jus- 
tify, but spot holders think it too early 
to begin figuring on such a result. 

Good Demand for Cotton. 

The good demand for cotton during 
the past two munths has béen sufti- 
cient to keep prices up and to absorv 
all offerings. So long as such a condi- 
tion exists the surplus.is not a source 
of danger. The season is far enoutch 
along to justify the prediction that the 
consumption will be substantially high- 
er than the production for the current 
season: In order that there shall te 
no unwieldy surplus of cotton next sea- 
son, attention is being directed to keep- 
ing acreage down. While many will fiz- 
ure that the war should not last through 
ihe year 1916, they have no warrant itor 
that belief. 

Quotations in the principal spot mar- 
kets were as toliows: Galveston, quiet, 
1z.Wc; New Orieans, quiet, 11.88¢; Mo- 
bile, ‘steady, li.wwe; Savannah, steady, 
lzc; Charleston, steady, 115¢c;

Cotton statistics are rather unin- 
teresting now. They have so long 
been in a groove of the same size; 
so little change is noted from day to 
day that one loses sight of figures 
altogether and views the market 
without attention to details. The fig- 
ures tell, however, of a little more 
activity and confirm the reports of 
a lively spot demand. The interior 
shipments have been a little smaller 
than for some time past, but exports 
are racwer and have passed the 4,- 
000,0v0-bale mark, and the resent 
rate of movement is sufficient to 
carry: them well above the _ 6,500,000- 
bale mark. Last week the total ex- 

orts were 134,106 bales, of which 

9,804 went to Great Britain, 36,598 
to France, 26,228 to other C ontinental 
eountries, and 11,476 bales to China 
and Japan. 

Lower Freights Reported. 

Reports of lower freight rates to 
Europe are again being sent out, and, 
if they are available, activity in ‘ship- 
ping will increase proportionately, 

ecause there has been too much talk 
of Europeans holding large lots of 
cotton in this country for it all to 
be idle gossip.

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Fight the Delusion | 
About Egg Colors 


One mystery that still remains to be 
cleared up is that of color in egg shells. 
About all that has been learned on rhis 
subject is that the shade-of color-in 
the shéll i¢ influenced by the hen that 
lays the egg. Apparently this colorine; 
is due to a pigment within ‘the >ird, | 
that no kind or quantity of feed will af- 
fect pérceptibly. It. has been found 
that the same: hen will lay an egg -of 
the same color every time, with only a 
possibility of its fading a a es as she 
grows older. * 

There is not the slightest difference 
between a white anda brown <olored 
ese except in the coloring of the shell. | 
Very frequently nite Ponnes are heard 


ular, to the effect that eggs from scrub 
chickens have been foisted upon them 
because the setting they ordered from 
pure-bred stock was not uniform in col- 
or. There is no ground whatever <or 
these beliefs. A flock’ of birds of the 
same breed and variety may lay eggs 
including all the shades, from a deep 
brown to pure white. 

The tendency to lay eggs of different 

colors is found more in the American | 

eds than in any others. This may be 
due to the fact that these are among 
the. newer breeds, and because they 
were developd from combinations of 
other breeds and strains, causing the 
eolor of the egg still to revert to one or 
another of the ancestors. The older 
established breeds such as the Brahmas, 
Cochins and Leghorns, lay very nearly 
uniformly colored eggs. The exceptions 
no doubt are due to impure breeding 
somewhere in the line of ancestry, even 
though they may be thought to be pure 
breds. . 

While it is good business policy to 
produce what the market demands, it 
would be better for the poultry industry 
if this white and brown egg delusion 
were discouraged wherever possible. It 
would not be difficult to have a flock 
of birds, in time, that ‘would lay eggs 
of uniform color. This could be done 
by breeding and selection. 
for more than one good point is a very 
difficult as well as unsatisfactory. This

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INCUBATOR RAPIDLY 
SUCCEEDING HEN, 
SAYS QUSENBERRY 


Demand for This Artificial Meth- 
od Shows Old Biddy’s Popu- 
larity. as Mother Waning.

The unprecedented demand for incu- 
bators this spring indicates that old 


rearing the brood. 
important consideration for the city and / 


jthem. Anyone who can read, and who fs 


follow plain instructions, can bring off 


biddy, speckled or otherwise, is losing 
her popularity as a mother. A few years 
ago’ the odds seemed about even, but 
with the perfection of the ‘wooden 
hen,”” especially in the smaller sizes. 
the last blow to her popularity as a 
mother seems to have been struck. She 
can now devote her entire time and at- 
tention to producing 200 eggs a year, 
while her family is raised in truly up- 
to-date fashion, artificially. 

The indictments against the hen .or 
hatching purposes are numerous and 
serious. In the first place, she Goes 
not bécome maternally inclined until ..e 
gets “‘good and ready,’ and even then 
she sometimes changes her mind. ‘This 
does not at all suit the modern poultry 
raiser, whose only hope for winter eggs 
lies in the early hatched pullet. she 
must be hatched not later than April 
and broody hens are rarely availa'e 
so early in the season. 


Another point which has an important 
bearing upon this subject is the an- 
nouncéement made by the Missouri State 
Poultry Experiment Station that it ‘s a 
serious mistake to set the first hens 
which become broody in thé spring. It 
has been noted there that these are the 
hens which have been laying during the 
winter months, therefore it is important 
to get them back to laying as quickly 
as possible in order to renew the flock 
with their offspring. 

Again, it has been noted that best re- 
sults are obtained where the chicks are 
all as nearly the same age as possible 
Where chicks from one week to two 
months old are compelled to run in the 
same yards, as is often the case where 
the hatching is done by hens, the ‘ate 
comers rarely get a “square deal,”’ and} 
unsatisfactory returns follow. 

Still another argument used against 
the hen is the fact that she almost al- 
ways infects the newly hatched chicks 
with lice. Even when the usual precau- 
tione as to dusting, etc., are taken, 
enough Hce usually survive to infect 
the chicks, and when they once get a 
foothold on‘ the little fellows, it is al- 
most impossible to get rid of them. 
The last count against the hen is the 
time and trouble in caring for her for 
three weeks, contrasted with the smali 
number of chicks which she produces, in 
addition to the time which she ‘oses 
from egg production while hatching und 
This is an espcially 


suburban poultryman who only has a 
comparatively small number of hens. 

For deliverance from the difficuities 
enumerated there is the modern incou- 
bator, made in assorted sizes and so Ler- 
fect in construction as to be practically 
“fool proof.” The veriest amateur need 
no longef be afraid to tackle one of 


of sufficient intelligence to 


as successful a hatch as the operator 
who has had years of Sy penencs. The 
580 and 60 egg sizes have’ recently been 
improved so that they are producing as 
good results as the larger sizes. ‘his 
is especially fortunate for the “hack 
lotter,” as these small sized incubators 
i just fill his needs. Try one this spring.

The Kind of Hen 
te Build a Flock 


Comparatively few records have been 
kept of the total number of eggs laid 
by any hen during her whole life. The 
record so far as known was made re- 
cently by Oregonia, a hen owned by the 
Oregon Agricultural College. On Marca 
17 she laid her one thousandth egg. She 
was 13 days over five years old when 
she reached this unusual recor. 

Every female has a fixed number of 
“eggs” or ova in her body to begin with. 
lt is certain that she cannot lay moro 
eges than she has ova. No hen ever 
lays the full number, which runs from 
1£00 to 3000. 

What is the value of Oregona; both 
as a layer and a preeder? Certainly 
it is. considerable.. She probably; has 
extraordinary value as°a breeder, al- 
though this is not always proportioned 
to a hen’s laying capacity. During the 
first few months of her life, of course, 
she did not lay at all, and hens ugually 
drop in laying after two or three years. 
She laid approximately 100 eggs in four 
and a half years. The value of these 
eggs is about $20. Her keep probably 
cost about one-third that amount. 

Recently the poultry papers and other 
reriodicals exploited a Connecticat: hen 
said to be a $100,000 bird. Such a figura 
is absurd, but if you knew you really 
had an Oregona you would value her 
very highly and you also would place 
considerable value upon her progeny. 

If one were starting in the chicken 
business he could afford to pay a large 
price for such 2 hen as the foundation 
of his future flock. Some of the most 
noted flocks in America have descended 
from one her. I know a silver-spangied 
Hamburg breeder ali of whose birds are 
from a hen that proved her betas AS a 
layer, and she showed unusual vigor 
by preserving her laying power almost 
unimpaired until she was at least six 
years. Understand, also, that the most 
famous flock of white Wyandottes to 
he found anywhere is cumposed «n- 
tirely of birds that trace back to one 
good old hen. 

When you find a pure-bred hird that 
combines high quality with great const‘- 
tutional vigor, strong laying powera, 
rreserved for a number of years, end 
that produces herself in her offsprinz, 
hold on to her. 


Go into tne henhouse at night and 
listen diligently for a short while. It 
is a good Way to detect a cold or the 
first symptoms of roup in the flock. 
Birds breathing harder or rattling in 
their throats should be taken off the 
roost and carefully examined, and, ‘f 
affected in any way, removed to @ coon 
or apartment away from the rest of the 
flock.

Feed for a Flock. 

Kindly inform me how much grain, by 
weight or measure, is necessary for .86 
white Plymouth Rocks, if fowls have 
a good run on a half-acre patch, part 
of which is kept in wheat or alfalfa. 
They are also given a warm mash made 
from the table refuse of a family ot, 
three adults. Please answer as soon as’ 
you can, as these hens are eating me 
up.—J. D. P., Fort Worth, Tex. 

Your hens, if they are intended only 
for laying stock, should be fed about a 
pint of grain each morning and about 
a pint and-a half at night to every 10 
hens in your flock. A good dry mash 
should be kept before them, made of 
equal parts of cornmeal, wheat bran and / 
shorts or middlings. To every 100 pounds 
of this feed we would mix one pound 
of fine sajt. Keep grit, oyster sheil, 
charcoal anid pure water where your 
hens can help themselves at any time. 
You state that your hens have range 
on a half-acre patch of wheat or alfalfa. 
1. that is true, they will perhaps get 
eufficient bugs and worms and protein, 
so that you would not be required to 
supply dry beef scraps. I would con- 
tinue to feed the warm mash made from 
the table refuse in addition to the foud 
which I have mentioned. If you have 
very much warm mash you can decrease 
the amount of the above feed accord- 
ingly. Your scratch grains should be 
fed in litter of straw or some other ma- 
terial, and the hens be forced to take 
exercise. The fact that you gtate that 
your hens are eating you up “Would indi 
cate they are perhaps not of a very good 
laying strain. If that is true, you ought 
to breed from a male bird that is bred 
from a high-laying hen, or else intro- 
duce some good laying blood into your 
stock. Your hens are perhaps the kind 
that put on flesh and fat with the sur- 
pilus food you give them, but if they 
ore properly bred they will take what 
they need to maintain their bodies and 
the surplus they will manufacture into 
eggs. If you are using your hens for 
breeding purposes they should not have 
any mash food or beef scraps, but should 
he compelled to take exercise in a deep 
litter, and give them all the range and 
green food that you can furnish them.

If your method of feeding gives good 
results do not change it just because 
you read of other methods used by poul- 
try raisers. Various methods may be 
successful; conditions are so different 
that they demand varying methods, and 
a poultry raiser must study the condi- 
tions of his own flock, their surround- 
ings and the climatic conditions as well.

HEN “Slivers,” the 
clown, took his own 
life in New York the 
other day, they said it 
Was on account of a 
woman. If the facts 
were as related, a 

woman treated him shabbily—so shabbily, 
in fact, that almost any expression of re- 
sentment,- short of suicide, -might have 
been expected. But not suicide. Surely a 
king of laughter, whose antics had driven 
myriads to ecstasies of merriment could 
never take any woman so seriously as 
that! 


Yet “Slivers” was cruelly jilted by a 
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woman from whom he had every reason 
to expect something better, and so he 
quietly went home, plugged up the doors and windows 
and turned on the gas, 

It may have been the girl, of course—‘Slivers” him- 
self may have thought it was—but it may have been 
something else. What if she were only the instrumen- 
tality of an ancient doom that has overtaken a long 
line of precedent Sliverses, each a sovereign jester in 
his time? For, throughout the ages, Agony has been 
the Jompanion of Mirth, and the kings of jest have fre- 
quently become the kings of madness and despair. 

It is a phenomenon often observed that the gift of 
humor has almost invariably been counterbalanced by 
the gift of pathos. Only a Mark Twin could have writ- 
ten the inexpressibly tender lines that have been carved 
on his wife’s gravestone. It is a Pagliacci and a Rigo- 
letto who are the pathetic figures of operatic tragedy 
and it was the roystering Omar who gave to the world 
its saddest pessimistic philosophy. 

The clergyman who delivered the funeral oration over 
“Slivers” declared that in his life this man had made 
no one cry. Tears, however, were not strangers to the 
eyes of “Slivers,” as many a story of him attests. So 
it has always been with the great men of his profession. 

The modern circus clown is the lineal descendant of 
the court jesters of antiquity. The truly great court 
jester was ever a curious blending of wit and madness, 
of levity and depression. The one seemed to be an in- 
evitable corollary of the other. Like their brethren 
of the past, the famous clowns of today have shown 
much of the same traits. The Grimaldis, the Foxes and 
the Sliverses have led lives of hectic jocosity before the 
public and of abiding gloom within themselves. 

Back of the white paint and the ridiculous clothes 
and the absurd antics they have been men of ironic 
gravity, not so much laughing with the world as laugh- 


ing at it. Their sentiment has been interpreted in. the j 
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“Slivers’’ as he was without his makeup— 
To the left, as he was in his famous 
baseball costume. 


epitaph written by Clement Marot for the dead 
jester, Jouan: 


Ye fools at large and Jouans alway, 
I beg of you come here to pray— 
But prithee, sirs, not all at once, 
Since, as it seems to me, a dunce, 

This place too small is for the crowd, 
And you so talkative and loud 

You would disturb me in my sleep! 


As “Slivers,” the great clown was one individual. 
As Frank Oakley he was an entirely different in- 
dividual. Who that has laughed at him in his 
greatest’burlesque of all, his solitary game of base- 
ball, would recognize in him the somber sentimen- 
talist who could destroy himself for a girl, and 
she a girl who, he knew, had bitterly wronged him? 
A mere relation of two contrasting episodes in his 
life reveals the difference in a more striking way 
than actual human example often affords. 

First, he was “Slivers,” stalking out under the big 
top. There was a laugh in the preternaturally sol- 
emn face with its white paint, with the lips turned 
down in hopeless disgust with the entire world! 
There were shrieks in his very hat, with its tiny 
clothesline, on which miniature and very intimate 

garments were hung out to dry. 
In one hand he carried a birdcage, 


chest protector, made out of a wash- 
board. Under his arm he carried a base- 
ball bat and a telescope. From some- 
where he would produce a broom with 
which to sweep off.the home plate. And 
then the game would begin. 

As batter “Slivers” would advance to 
the plate, spit on his hands, rub them 
in the dust, wipe them on his trousers. 

: Then he would grab the bat, 3 
[cre | plate, draw imaginary lines in

X-ray pho- 
tographs of the jaws were then made and disclosed no 
fewer than three pockets of pus about the roots of the 
teeth. These were opened, drained and treated, and 
since that time he has been entirely free from cardiac 
palpitation. 

Another man, also 46 years old, and of good health and 
temperate habits, had for two years been suffering from 
a swelling in the middle joint of a finger, which had 
given him considerable pain and distress. He took 
“cures” at two European waftring places without bene- 
fit. One day he noticed a tenderness about one of his 
teeth and examination revealed a slight discharge of pus 
from an adjacent gum. The tooth was drawn and found 
to be abscessed at the root. Within ten days the swell- 
ing in the patient’s finger began to disappear and two 
months later there was no trace of it. 

An interesting case was that of a woman, 59 vears 
old, well preserved and of more than average mentality. 
She sprang from a_ long-lived, 
non-nervous stock. Three years 
previously she had lost her 
father and a year later her 
mother died. Soon after this 
financial losses occurred, which 
caused her considerable worty, 
but she continued in reasonably 
good health for more than a 
year. She went to a fashionable 
sanitarium, more for pleasure 
than for treatment, and while 
there began to have attacks of 
dizziness. A physician told her 
she was suffering from mild 
heart disease and prescribed a 
course of baths. She took 11 of 
these and then began to have 
a nervous breakdown. 

At this period the woman 
was greatly depressed and near- 
ly ‘always in a state of agita- 
tion, pacing the floor restlessly, bemoaning the loss of

From other sources cases equally as interesting have 
been compiled. A young woman in New York had 
every Symptom of tuberculosis. She was emaciated, 
coughed and had night sweats and feverish periods, but 
she failed to respond to the tuberculin test. The infal- 
lible X-ray revealed an abscessed condition of the jaw, 
which was cleared up after prolonged treatment, and a 
yedr later the patient had gained 15 pounds. Another 
patient suffered great pain in her 
face and head and her mentality 
had become impaired. The X-ray 
showed an abscess which- reached 
from the upper jaw, through the 
bone tissues of the nose and cheek, 
around the eye and up through the 
frontal tone. The abscess was 
finally cleared and the patient en- 
tirely recovered. 


A man who had suffered from 
acute indigestion, and who was un- 
able to retain the simplest foods, 
recently ate his first lobster supper 
for eight years, with no ill effects. 
He had been treated by the most 
eminent specialists in this coun- 
try and abroad, without result, and — 
had lost weight, had beeome de- 
pressed in spirits and frequently 
remarked that life was not worth 
living. Abscesses of the teeth, re 
vealed by the X-ray, were cured 
and he soon was rejoicing over 
completely recovered health. 

Pyorrhea, mentioned in one of 


‘of its presence?’ you may ask. 


the foregoing paragraphs, while a disease of long stand- 
ing, yet presents many problems which the dental 
and medical fraternity are trying to solve. Tt is the 
most dangerous and repulsive of Mouth affeetions, caus- 
ing disintegration of the bony sockets which support 

teeth and loosening of the teeth, which finally drop 
out if the disease is not-checked. In its early stages it 
can be cured and late pyorrhea is sometimes curable, 
but more often is not, and even whem cured the teeth 
are not. held securely in position. Frequently the dis- 
ease is not recognized in its’ fncipient state, the symp- 
toms being a sensation akin to itching in the gums, 
a tenderness at one point in the gums and a tendency 
to bleed. Its causes have not been ascertained fully, 
but it is generally accepted that neglect of the teeth 
and unhygienic conditions of the mouth form the prin- 
cipal causative factor. It may arise from disorder in 
another part of the system, but recent study has shown 
that more systemic disorders are caused by pyorrhea 
than contribute to that disease itself. 

And what causes these abscesses and pus formations 
around the roots of the teeth?

Bridges some- 
tines are poorly fitted, with the same result. One un-

pressure on the inflamed joints, was found to have i1 
teeth crowned with gold practically as thin as paper and 
fitted so poorly that great shelves for the accumulation 
of deleterious matter were projected. Needless to say,

“How am I to know that I am not suffering from ab- 
gcesses or pus formations in my teeth, if the symptoms 
do not make themselves apparent and I may go along 
for years, absorbing this poison, without being aware 
The answer is easy. 
Consult a dentist at frequent stated intervals. It has 
been estimated that less than 15 per cent of the adults 
in this country do this and it was declared by an emi- 
nent authority before the American Medical Association 
recently that less than 20 per cent of people have healthy 
mouths. We who Drush our teeth once, twice or three 
times a day like to think that we are taking all the 
care of them that is necessary, but because one is not 
troubled with aching teeth, has no large cavities and 
apparently no ailment in the mouth, is no reason why 
he may not seriously need the attention of a dental sur- 
geon. Once a year is not enough, nor is six months. A 
dentist can discover things about your mouth that you 
never dreamed of, and if he is inefficient and overlooks 
anything, rest assured the X-ray 
will find him out. 

In this connection too much stress 
cannot be laid upon the importance 
of consulting a dentist whose repu- 
tation is of the highest, whose abil- 
ity has been proved and who has a 
wholesome respect for the ethics of 
his profession. As a recent writer 
has said: “If we are to build a 
house we do not call in the archi- 
tect whose sign attracts attention as 
we pass his door. We investigate 
many, look up their work, inquire 
as to their responsibility and select 
the one whose reputation has stood 
the test and one who has proved 
his ability. No woman selects her 
dressmaker haphazardly — but she 
may her dentist or physician. When 
we realize that our dentist can make 
us good looking or ugly, ruin our 
health or restore it, we run a tre- 
mendous risk in making any but the 
most careful selection.”

light,” by Ralph Albert Blakelock, a 

weak, tottering wreck of a man, a patient 

in the Middletown (N. Y.) Asylum for the 

Insane, completed a crude sketch in wa- 

ter colors, done on. the back of a scrap 
of cardboard that had fallen into his hands. 

In Toledo, the connoisseurs reveled in their treasure, 
pointing out the glories which make it one of the fore- 
most landscape canvases ever produced by an American 
artist. In the asylum the weak wreck of a man, 
chuckled over his drawing and proudiy exhibited it to 
his companions, who did not seem to think muck of it. 

In ome corner of the. Toledo picture was a name. 
There was no name in the corner of the Middleton 
water color. If the weak wreck of a man had only 
added his signature to the sketch, and if this signature 
had been compared with that of the Toledo canvas, 
they would have been found the same. 


On that same day an elderly woman might have been 
seen toiling through mud and snow on her way from a 
market in the town of Catskill, N. Y., to a poverty- 
stricken shack on its outskirts. Her face was scarred 
by lines of want and suffering and even the pitifully 
slight load of groceries she was carrying seemed almost 
too much for her weary shoulders. 

The man in the insane asylum was the artist who 
painted the Toledo picture and the weary woman at 
Catskill was his wife. Fame had come to the artist at 
last, but his shattered mentality could take little ac- 
count of it. A small fortune had been paid for his pic- 
ture, but the mother of his eight children was rejoicing 
because she was sure of a scanty dinner for that night, 
at least. 

More than a quarter of a century ago, Albert Blake- 
lock carried that picture under his arm, going about 
from house to house, trying to sell it. He knew it was 
worth real money, but he couldn’t persuade anybody else 
that it was. One man offered $1000 for it, but Blakelock, 
offended, rolled it up again, declaring he would not take 
a cent less than $1500, and went away. 

It was not long before he changed his mind. There 
were hungry mouths at home and his own strength was 
flagging. In desperation he hunted 
up H. W. Watrous, now secretary of 
the National Academy of Design, and 


told him he would sell “Moonlight” 
for $50. 
“It’s madness, man!” Watrous ex- 
claimed. re abe 
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“I can’t help it,” the artist replio4. 
“I’ve got to have something to eat.” 

Watrous did not have much money 
himself, but he arranged to get a 
loan for Blakelock and finally took 
the picture off his hands for $500. cle 
snent $50 to have it framed and t*en 
sold it to W. T. Evans for $600, send- 
ing Blakelock a check for the other 
$50. 

In the course of time Senator W. A... 
Clark of Montana bought ‘‘Moonlight” 
at a public auction for $13,900. And 
now Toledo has come into possession 
of it for $20,000. 

A fifth of that sum at the time 
might have ehanged the whole life 
of Blakelock and certainly wanld have 
changed the lives of his dependent ones. At amy rate, 
the painter soon afterwards developed unmistakable 
signs of insanity and for the last 161-2 years he has 
beén confined in institutions as an incurable, while his 
family has gone through successive stages of abject 
poverty. 

Two years ago the National Academy of Design rec- 
ognized the insane man’s previous genius by voting 
him a member. Belated as it was, the recognition did 
the tottering mind a vast deal of good. Furtively it 
turned again toeits lost art, and gradually much of 
Blakelock’s former skill seems to be coming back to 
him. Today there is an outside chance that even yet 
he may do something more that is worth while. 


Blakelock was born in New York City in 1847 and 
was graduated from the City College in 1869. Although 
his first work was crude, he early exhibited a talent for 
painting, which he assiduously cultivated. By the early 
"s0s he was doing work of the first rank and between 
1880 and 1890 he painted most of his masterpieces, in- 
cluding “Moonlight,” “Indian Girl, Uinta Tribe,” 
“Shooting the Arrow,” “Bannock Wigwam in a Peace- 
ful Vale,” “Sunset, Nevarra Range” and “An Indian 
Pipe Dance.” 

He was essentially what ts known to the profession as 
a “tone painter.” He cared Httle for form, but loved 
color. One critic referred to him as “that superb spir- 
itualist of the woods.” Of “Moonlight” a distinguished 
critic once said: 

“Nothing could be more romantic than this. A night 
sky, green with the moon’s radiance; clouds that are 
tinted like smoke; a great, high roon, its edge melting 
into a luminous haze—a world simple, yet indescribable, 
grand and infinitely appealing.” 

Yet for many years so little was actually known of his 
work that Edward E. Hale, in a commentary upon it, 
printed several years ago, complained that not even a 
tentative list of his works bad been compiled. Once 
it was said of him: 

‘Rlake, long aco. the Ressetfis Morris. Swinburne, 
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Yeats, are poets who seek an other world of poetie to bis own . room. 
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beauty, a world. of their 
own, having but slight 
connection with the ac- 


eares little for these 
things, which is one 
zeason for the older 
neglect of Blakelock. It 
is a good sign that he 
becomes more widely 
known.” 

That something is to 
be done for the painter 
at last ts indicated by the interest taken in him by 
Mrs. Van Rensselaer Adams of New York City. Mrs. 
Adams has been making plans to create a trust fund 
through contributions and perhaps with money from a 
loan exhibition of his works, to make his last days 
more comfortable and, if possible, to give him an op- 
portunity to redevelop his art. 

Through Mrs. Adams a meeting between the painter 
and his wife was arranged several weeks ago. The two 
women and some friends were admitted to the institu- 
tion and the husband was sent for. 

Mrs. Blakelock waited eagerly her husband’s approach, 
wondering whether she had passed out of his memory. 
The emaciated little man’s face brightened as he saw 
her and his voice rose to an excited tremolo. He grasped 
both her hands in his and said: “How do you do? It 
is so good to see you! Iam very glad!” 

Introduced to the strangers he began to talk ex- 
‘citedly and a little incoherently. The burden of his 
conversation for nearly half an hour was about imagined 
financial affairs, of $18,000,000 on deposit with the 
Rothschilds and 
his control of im- 
portant banks in 
New York.

approached the beauty of the old Blakelock coloring. 


He rummaged in a drawer and brought forth a bex in 
which he kept some watercolors. Then he produced 
some things he had painted within the last few months. 

The best of these, done in oil om a cigar box cover, he 
said he could not give his wife because he had done it 
for “the committee,” composed of the ward keeper, the 
doctor and a brother patient. Mrs. Blakelock accepted 
some sketches he was willing to turn over. 

One of them was especially attractive. It was done 
om a scrap of brown wrapping paper and its sky tints 


Another, on a fragment of cardboard, two by three 
inches, was a fine bit of color, a woodland scene, reflect- 
ing depth and perspective. 
The back of a candy box cover and a scrap of wall 
paper served as ‘canvas’ for other pictures. The only 
portrait of his collection, supposedly of himself, was 
done on a four-inch oval of corrugated pasteboard, such 
as is used to pack bottles. 
When Mrs. - Adams asked him to sign ene of the 
sketches given to his wife, Blakelock disclosed the illu- 
sion. that he must not sign anything because a party of 
rich men was keeping him in the asylum to exploit his 
genius. He signed himself A-1, explaining that it meant 
“Albert the First.”. He promised, however, to paint 
something for Mrs. Adams and sign it Blakelock, if she 
would procure for him an autograph: of President 
Wilson. | 
As long as the conversation was kept to his art, Blake- 
lock showed himself comparatively rational. Oceasion- 
ally he would drift off into discourse about astral bodies 
and communication with Mars. His memory of his Iife 
and work seemed fairly clear and he talked with his wife 
of places and people in New York. He had read of his

His first words then—in the light of 
today—seem significant as indicaging his temperament 
and his trend of thought. 

“*I never see the lights go up and hear the band strike 
up for the grand procession,’ he said, ‘but I think of Dan 
Luby. He was a great clown, a good friend of mine, my 
side partner. About ten years ago in the big tent in 
some place in Indiana we marched out together behind 
the elephants. Dan was feeling kind of low-spirited and 
he had been talking all day about a hunch. he had that 
something was going to happen to him. That kind of 
talk always makes me shaky. | 


“*Then they brought out the elephants again and 
Dan and I began to jump over their backs. At least 
Dan did; he was a good jumper—I was the faker, the 
fellow who tries to jump and makes all sorts of funny 
tumbles. Of course, Dan had to ‘horse’ his act, too, 
but just the same he had to put over his thriller—you 
know the sort of stuff. Well, the time came for him 
to ma‘e his jump from the springboard over four ele- 
phants’ backs. 

“ “He got away in good shape, but in clearing the last 
back hs didn’t right himself as he should. He hit the 
tanbark flat on his back.

Phe signal for the charge was to be an 
explosion of the mine run under the Ger- 
man trenches. The mine was exploded at 
“exactly two minutes to 6 o'clock. I hap- 
pen to know it exactly because 1 stood beside Corporal 

Joseph Stevens of London, Ontario, and was looking 
over his shoulder at the watch he had strapped to his 
right wrist. 

. remember the watch incident because, as the ground 
shook with the roar, I saw the arm of Corporal Stevens 
fall helpless at his side, the bone smashed by a rock 
thrown up from the enemy ditch. 
Two or three dozen of our men, I was told iater, were 
hurt by the rocks as the mine let go. I had seen the 
dirt flying our way and had dived for the dugout. It 
was a bad move, for another shower of earth came 
along and stove. in the sand-bag top. In the cave-in 
with me were Corporal Harry Todd, Privates Burdette 
and Taylor. All of us had to be dug out. | 
The first line of men already were over the parapet 
and the whistle was sounding for the second to follow. 
I climbed up with the bunch, and just as I went over 
I saw a man] didn’t know spin around like a top, stop 
suddenly and pitch forward:as though he had been hurled 
out of a slingshot. I rushed by him, swerving a bit to 
avoid stepping on him. 
The men in the front line were dropping out fast, and 
we of the second rushed into the gaps.

To get to our old trench, where 
the bombs were stored, the men would have to cross 
this shell-swept space, go through the empty first line 
trench we’d taken and across another open space that 
lay between that and our old trench. It must have been 
something after 7 o’clock and our reinforcements should 
have been there. Lieutenant-Colonel Becher—who was 
a stock broker in London, Ontario, before he went to 
war—had gone back to telephone headquarters that the 
Third Battalion hadn’t come up behind us. 

“Who will volunteer?” Lieut. James called out. James 
came from Ambhertsburg, Ontario, just across the river 
from Michigan. 

Four men stepped forward and clintbed the parapet.

bomb storage in our old trench. Then 
a shell came and killed James. I’m 
telling this part from what Large told 
us when he got back. ! wasn’t there. 
I was in the second “line trench. 
Large told us that James had been 
killed and that Lieutenant-Colonel Becher, who stood 
near the telephone as the shell struck, was wounded. 
Both of Becher’s legs were blown off near the hips. 

Large made that terrible journey three times more to 
get bombs for us. He seemed tickled to death—just lie 
a kid when he’s made good at his sums—that he’d been 
able to come across with the goods. The last time he 
came he brought word that Lieutenant-Colonel Becher 
had bled to death. 

When it was all over he wiped his sweaty forehead 
and smiled his pasty smile as he said: ‘Hot work, 
boys! And ain’t it too bad about the Lieutenant and 
the Colonel!”’ 

A good many of our officers had been killed by this 
time. Lieut. Trantor and Capt. Holliwell of Windsor 
had been killed shortly before James asked for volun- 
teers to get more bombs. ‘Then the whistle sounded for 
the next charge. 

Lieut. Jones—promoted from Sergeant just three days 
before—clapped his hand to his chest and moaned and 
fell just as we were climbing over the parapet. He was 
just in front of me, and as he toppled he nearly ran into 
my bayonet. He had been shot through the lung. He 
lived only an instant. He had left a job in the Cadillac 
Automobile Co. of Detroit to go to war. 

We lost another officer before we got to the German 
trench. it seemed as though we just never could get 
there, the gaps came so fast. Maj. George Wilkinson 
—who put his shoe store in Windsor in charge of a sub- 
ordinate to go to the front—was wounded, and Capt. 
Delamere of London, Ontario, was wounded. Lieut. Mc- 
Donald stopped suddenly as he was rushing 
forward, swayed and pitched into a heap. When 
we reached the brink of the third line trench we 
had only four officers unhurt; they were Col. 
Hill, Lieut. Sims, Lieut. Gordon and Maj. Smith. 

We took that third line trench at the point 
of the bayonet; but we couldn’t hold it. We 
soon used up all our bombs and couldn’t reply 
to the hail that the reinforced Germans poured 
on us. We were losing men fast, and after we 
had waited as long as we could for the Third, 
the order to retire was given. 

Maj. Smith was the last man to leave. I saw 
him get to the parapet. For a moment his wel]- 
knit, athletic-looking figure was silhouetted 
against the background of fire: then I saw 
him suddenly straighten out and fall directly 
across the parapet. 

“Roll! Roll to the ground!” shouted some- 
one in the shell hole. Smith rolled, but he was 
dead when he struck the ground. 

Most of the retreating Canadians took the 
communication trench that ran from the third 
line to the second line. I hed stayed back with 
Smith a moment, though, and got separated 
from the bunch. Anyway, Ico 1’t find this 
communication trench. The fire was so hot 
that the shell hole I had jumped into looked pretty good 
to me. With me in this hole were Joe Daugherty, Cor- 
poral Mitchell, Private Follin and a Fourth Battalion 
man whose name I! didn’t know. 

We /had got to about the second or third shell hole 
when/we got it. All I can remember now is that there 
was a blinding flash and a roar. It felt as though a 
Jack; Johnson had exploded right among is, but really 
it was only a small hand bomb. I felt a stabbing pain in 
my left‘eye. It was as though I had been bayonetted 
in the eyeball. I felt quick, sharp pains all over my 
body, but especially in the left arm. The body pains 
lasted only a few seconds and were followed by numb- 
ness, Dut the pain in the eye remained longer. I tried 
to open it and couldn’t for the torture. 

Joe Daugherty, who had been directly in front of me, 
had disappeared. In the glow of the shells that whistled 
overhead we made out what was left of him. The 
Fourth Battalion man’s nead had been blown off. Cor- 
poral Mitchell’s right arm was gone. 

Follin was unhurt, but he kept feeling himself all over 


and saying: “It couldn’t have missed me! It couldn't 
have missed me!”

N one important element of 

its naval program, the United 

States enjoys a high state of 

preparedness, and that is the 

element of the motor boat. 

In case of war the country, 

with its extensive coast lines, 

would require these craft by the thou- 

sands, but it is estimated that in a 

comparatively short time the Govern- 

ment could mobilize a fleet of prob- 

ably 20,000 motor boats, this being 

the number of serviceable craft calculated to exist in 
United States. 

They range from the millionaire’s gasoline-driven 
yacht, costing $100,000 and upwards to half a million, 
to the smaller pleasure boats which in the summer 
skim along the. Mississippi at the St. Louis water- 
front; and from the patrician mile-a-minute speed 
boat to the humblest oyster dredger. For all 
of these boats, from the lowliest to the most 
aristrocratic, there is a place in the naval 
warfare of today. 

Without publicity, the United States 
Government has already conducted a cen- 
sus of its resources of this kind, with 
very gratifying results. The New England 
coasts fairly swarm with motor boats, an: 
in Long Island Sound and the waters 
about New York their name is legion, 
There are probably thousands of ther 
on the Great Lakes, and there are othe, 
potential fleets on the great waterway 
system of the Mississippi and its tribu- 
taries, in the Gulf of Mexico and along the 
Pacific coast. All of these boats the Navy 
Department could commandeer with a 
single order; but it is probable that in 
the United States, as in Great Britain and 

yermany, a large proportion of the owners 
would volunteer with their boats. 

The department in which preparation for 
service in war has proceeded the farthest is 
that of the “rich men’s boats’’—the big, sea-going 
yachts which provide the millionaire sport par ex- 
cellence. It is not generally known, but about 400 
of these vessels, none costing much less than $75,000 
are already organized into an association known as the 
United States Power Squadrons. 


It was the owners themselves who formed the organi- 
zation, and how far-seeing their patriotism was is 
shown by the fact that the power squadrons were de- 
veloped four years ago, before the outbreak of the war 
and before the multifarious uses of the motor boat in 
naval warfare had been practically demonstrated Th:2 
organization has won the support and aid of the Nav¢ 
Department and of the Navy League of the United 
States. 

For four years the members of the organization, with 
the advice’ of naval experts, have been engaged in 
training themselves for actual war service, and their 
efficiency as a whole is said to have become high. On 
the recommendation of navy men, some of the owners 
have stripped out their wooden decks and substituted 
metal; the luxurious “shelters” on deck, where the 
owners were once wont to lounge at their ease, have 
been turned into steel fortresses; and fore and aft, on 
some of the boats, are mounted one-pounder rapid-fire 
guns. Thus the floating palaces of the wealthy now 
have some of the grim and business-like features of 
the war vessel, . 

Most of these boats are sea-going craft, 
weather stanchly the heaviest seas. 
speed is about 25 knots; their 
horsepower ranges from 225 to 
1000, and in length they meas- 
ure from 75 to 150 feet. Under 
normal conditions their cruis- 
ing radius is around 2000 
miles; in war times this can 
be doubled by using stateroom 
space for the storage of fuel 
and provisions. 

Such boats have proved 
their great usefulness in the 
European war. Fast seagoing 
express boats—like the “Boom- 
erang,”’ owned by Commodore 
Houston Wyeth of St. Jeseph, 
Mo., the “Flyaway III” of New 
York, and the “Charmian II” 
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Tens of thousands of motor boats immediately available in case 
of war, for America leads world in quality and quantity of these 
craft—-400 of biggest motor yachts organized for warfare, and 
zany skippers and crews had four years’ training as auxiliaries—

The Belgians have made effective use 
their motor barges, armored and en 
since August, 1914.

At Constantinople — 
a fleet of open motor boats, equipped with — 
American engines, has given invaluable 
service in scouting and patrol work.

N the foothills of the Ozarks in Oklahoma are entrenched 
today 800 full-blood Cherokees, the remnant who have re- 
fused to accept the Government’s terms upun the opening of 
their lands to settlers. John Ross III, hereditary king of 
the Nation, has permitted his youngest daughter, a college- 
bred girl of 19 years, to travel with the protest of her people 
to Washington. The Princess is Anne Ross, or Galilolie, as 

her people name her, meaning “She-who-does-things well,” and this is 
her message from the heart of the Cherokees: 

“We have been a nation without hope. The land that was prom- 
ised us by solemn treaty, ‘so long as the grass should grow and the 
waters run,’ has been taken from us. It was barren and wild when 
we received it 70 years ago. Now it is rich with oil and cultivation, 
and the whites covet our possessions. Since it was thrown open to 
settlers, no Cherokee holds sovereign rights as before, when it was 
his nation. We are outnumbered. I have come as a voice from my 
people to speak to the people of the Eastern States and to\those at 
Washington. Most of all, if I am permitted to do so, f shall lay 
our wrongs before the President’s wife, in whose veins flows the 
blood of Pocahontas.” 

Today it is a twentieth century Pocahontas who travels far to the 
seats of the mighty for her race. Three centuries ago, in the spring 
of 1616, there sailed forth a ship from the Virginia colony bearing 
Pocahontas, Princess of the Pottawatomies, in her nineteenth year, 
bound for distant England to kneel at the Court of’ St. James, and 
plead for her people’s treaty rights there. Now comes this tall, 
slim girl from Tahlequah, former capital of the Cherokee Nation. 
She says she is proud of every drop of Indian blood that flows in 
her veins, but her skin is fair as old ivory and she is a college 
girl of the times to her forefingers. 

“When an Indian goes through college and returns to his or her 
people,” she says with a smile, “they say, ‘Back to the blanket!’ 
We have few blankets among the Cherokees in Tahlequah. I am the 
youngest of nine children and we are all of us college graduates, 
as my father was before us.” 

The Chief of the Cherokee Nation is of mingled Scotch and 
Indian blood, in direct descent from “‘Cooweeskowee,” or John Ross I, 
the rugged old Indian King who held out against Andrew Jackson 
back in 1838, for the ancient rights of the Five Nations, to their 
lands in the Southern Atlantic States. 

Princess Galilolie, during this interview, sat back on a broad 
window seat in the sunlight. Beyond. the 
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window lay a bird’s-eye view of New York 
housetops, the white man’s tepees, but her 
black eyes did not seem to see them. Some 
spring birds alighted on a nearby telephone 
wire and uttered their mating cries. ’ 


“They make me want to go home,” she said 
slowly. -“Spring is with us there now. The 
city suffocates one. I get out every day and 
walk miles to free myself from this feeling of 
pressure from millions of souls. I miss my 
ponies to ride out into the foothills, I miss 
everything!” Her arms widened in a swift, 
expressive gesture. “But I will stay until the |. 
answer comes to us. Do you know what they ‘ 
have called me. the old men and women who 
are wise, the full-bloods? They call me Gal- 
ilolie. When a name is given with us it is 
one with a meaning, something the child must 
grow to in fulfillment. So I feel I must not 
fail them now.” 


If only she had worn doeskin it would have 
been so much more romantic—doeskin em- 
broidered with rare feathers of birds, and 
beads that typify to the Indian the drops of 
water sparkling in the sunlight. But she wore 
dark blue broadcloth, made modishly, and her 
heavy black hair was knotted at the nape of 
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riaiconl Galilolie in the royal dress of her tribe.

were offered to pay us for the lands they took back, the land 
that was to be ours in perpetuity ‘while the grass grew 
and the waters ran.’ We were told to file our claims 
with the whites, Some of us did, but 800 of. the full- 
bloods went back 40 miles into the foothills under the 
leadership of Red Bird Smith. They refuse to sell 
or to accept money for their valuable oil lands. To 
appease justice, the Government alloted them lands 
anyway. in their absence; and paid the money for their 
old property into the banks, where it lies untouched. 
Red Bird and his ‘Night Hawks’ refuse to barter over 


her neck with shell pins instead of hanging in 
two long braids, with her forehead bound with 
a beaded band, and a feather above one ear, 
as would have befitted her rank of chief's 
daughter. Only one small ornament did she 
wear—a hand-wrought silver ring with a Wood Craft 
emblem on it. 

“You see.” she went on, lifting her chin, “it is we 
young men and women who must carry the strength 
and honor of our people to the world, so they may un- 
derstand us. All our lives we have been told tales by 
the old men, of how our people were driven from their 
homes by the Government, how Gen. Winfield Scott’s 
soldiers came cown into our quiet villages and ordered 
the [Indians to go forth, leaving everything behind

. “My great-grandfather, the old King Cooweeskowee, 
with his wife and children, paused at the first hilltop 
to look at his home, and already the whites were mov- 
ing into it The house is still standing at Rossville, 
Ga. Do you know what the old people tell us children 
when we wich we could go back there. They tell us 
it is easy to find the way over the ‘Trail of Tears,’ that 
through the wilderness it is blazed with the grave- 
stones of those who were too weak to march. 

“That was nearly 80 years ago, in 1838. The Gov- 
ernment promised to pay amply for all it took from 
us, our homes and lands, cattle, even furniture. A 
treaty was made solemnly between the Indians and the 
United States that Oklahoma should be theirs ‘as long 
as the grass should grow and the waters run.’ 

“That meant perpetuity to us. But year after year 
the Cherokees waited for the Government to pay, and 
at last, three years ago, it came to us, $133.19 to each 
Indian, 78 years after the removal from Georgia. Even 
the descendants of my great-grandfather’s slaves re- 
ceived as much as I did. 

“Oil was discovered after the Indians had taken the 
wilderness land in Oklahoma and reclaimed them. It 
was as if God, in reparation for the wrongs of the 
whites, had given us the riches of the earth. My peo- 
ple grew rich from their wells, but a way was found to 
bind their wealth so they could not use it. It was said 
the Indians were not fit to handle their own money. 
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Nation sitting today, yet at home an Indian is not al- 
lowed to serve on a jury at the trial of one of his 
people. 

“These are the things I want to tell, first our wrongs 
and then our colonization plan for which we hope so 
much if the Government will grant it. We are out- 
numbered since the land was opened up and a mass of

PERHAPS IT IS YOUR TEETH 


The time is within the memory of many persons when 
old-fashioned mothers exposed their children to mumps, 
the whooping cough and other juvenile diseases, think- 
ing to have them contract them, recover and then be 
immune. Much the same attitide even today is taken 
by parents with regard to their children’s teeth. But 
modern science says that juet as much vigilance should 
be expended on the first teeth as though they formed the 
permanent set. 

Taking a roentgenogram, or X-ray, of the teeth is an 
interesting process and one in which the patient serves 
as the operator's assistant. It is unaccompenied by 
pain or any disagreeable feelirg and takes about five 
seconds. The patient is placed in an ordinary dentist's 
chair and a glass, cup-shaped portion of the X-ray 
placed against the part of the face to be photographed.

This man Hartley is 57 years 
old.

“An& 
a minister by calling,” he adds 
and his dreamy blue eyes flash with humorous 
twinkle. 

He might claim his high cheek bones and firm face

had worked six days of the week at his trade and 
Sundays he preaches the gospel. Not once has he 
asked his congregation to contribute a cent of salary 
for his Christian teachings. 
Hartley was born in Knoxville, Tenn. When he was 
@ young man he went up into the mountains and lived 
for two years away from civilization, building his own 
-_ghelter, seeking and killing his own food, and living in 
-*\ joneliness. Then he came back into the world of in- 
dustry. From his own two years of@free life he was 
able to draw a startling comparison to the struggie he 
wus forced to make in a world of rushing humanity. 

He drew conclusions of his own. He dreamed dreams 
in which competition had no part. He preached his 
dream and spread the gospel of his convictions. Now 
his dream is coming true. In his communistic colony

ground broken. In short this communistic colony is 
well under way. To each family as it arrives is allotted 
an acre lot in the town which has already been laid 
out. The little cabins will be uniform for the time be- 
ing. When their owners grow rich in hours of labor 
they will be able to enlarge them to fit the necessity 
of larger families. 

On many of the lots dingy tents serve as -shelter. 
Spring has arrived in the Ozark country and the land 
needs the attention of the men folk. When the crops 
are in there will be time for building permanent dwell- 
ings. Around the town is the farm land of the com- 
munity, some 400 acres. There the men work collec- 
tively. No man owns the land. All have equal share. 

There is one thing the organizers do not promise to 
elimina.e, and that is work. If a person joins the 
colony for the purpose of taking a vacation he will 
soon find that he is in a good way of starving to death, 
for only the producers are fed. 


Each man will be paid pro rata. At the close of a 


day’s work he will have his card “punched,” showing 
the number of hours that he has worked. He may 
spend these hours of labor as he sees fit. The only 


time the money of the outside world will be of service 
will be: when something must be purchased from the 
outside world. At the bank in such cases, hours of 
labor will be cashed into money. This will be the 
primary function of the bank. 

Each person who becomes a member of the colony is 
required to pay $2 as a membership fee, and $400 which 
pays for the ground and the house which he will use. 
The $100 is payable in monthly installments of $5 each. 
A receiving committee appraises the value of the prop- 
erty of each colonist as he arrives. All property in 
the form of live stock, tools and farming implements, 
in excess of $400, is loaned to the community. The 
common store, where all necessities can be procured, 
will be owned and operated by the colony. This store 
will not be run for the purpose of profit, but to supply 
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Working in the colony orchard. 
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of the. colonists will be spent 
mostly in the growing of fruit 
and berries. A large orchard and 


many acres of berries were in- 
cluded in the first purchase of 
land. 


In the center of the town will 
be erected a big building—a town 
hall. There the members of the 
colony will be at liberty to con- 


gregate to discuss questions 
relative to the welfare of the 
community. The hall may be 


used for picture shows, spelling 
bees or dances. It will be the 
center of the social activities of 
the colony. 

One of the aims of the colony 
is the establishment of an up-to- 
date school system. Among “he colonists a number 
of teachers have been recruited. The schools will teach 
manual.arts as well as academic courses. In time the 
community hopes to establish a modern public library 
and also a newspaper. 

“And when we get things to going,’ says Hartley, 
“we’re going to have a health resort.where people may 
come, recuperate and rest, without being robbed. We'll 
lay out a resort on the banks of Indian creek, where 
one of the falls furnishes a natural trout lake.” 

Religion will be free in the colony, and there will 
be no religious intolerance. Among the colonists are 
Baptists, Presbyterians, Congregationalists, Methodists, 
Christians, Mormons and other religious denominations. 
They will all be permitted to worship as they please. 

“Competition, religious intolerance and idleness are 
the three things we will not tolerate,” Hartley said: 
“These are the three evils of modern society.” 

The colony will be governed by a board of directors 
elected by the people for a term of one year. They 
will receive no salary.
